CARACAS, Venezuela, Oct. 19 

Venezuelan police have uncovered 
what they ' believe to be wide-ranging 
plans by right-wing Cuban exiles to 
carry ■ out terrorist attacks * in , the 
United States and six other nations, 
according to a. newspaper report here. 

The respected Caracas newspaper 
El Nacional Said today that the al- 
leged terrorist acts by anti-Castro 
agents included the killing of Orlando 
Letelier, the former Chilean ambassa- 
dor to the United States, in 'Washing- 
ton last month, and the firebombing 
of a Cuban airliner off Barbados Oct. 

6. The plane crash killed 78 persons. 

Venezuelan police have already ar- 
includihg right-wing Cuban exUe 
.. leader Orlando Bosch, in connection 
with the Cuban plane crash. At least 
14 perspns have been arrested hy Ven- ■ 
ezuelan security agents and about 30 
ocher Cuban refugees c<^ed in for. 
questioning, : aOcording to United 
, Press International. 

_ (In Washington, soimces close to the 
investigation of the bombing death of 
former Ambassador Letelier have said 
that Bosch is wanted for questioning. 
Bosch is now, however, regarded at 
,^s time as a target of the Letelier 
investigation, the sources said.)

Cuban terrorist plans were oiscovered 
in a raidjin a private home in Caracas 
during the investigation of the Cuban 
plane crash. The reported terrorist 
acts were planned to take place in the 
» United States, Venezuela, Trinidad- 
and Tobago, Barbados, Guyana', Pan- 
ama arid Colombia,; the newspaper 
said. Past acts related to these plans- 
included the bombing of Guyana’s 
consulate in Trinidad and Tobago, ac- 
cording to the newspaper account; 

The wide-ranging terrorist plans re- 
ported by El Nacional today were the 
latest development in a broad investi- 
gation in several nations of the Lete- 
lier killing, the Cuban plane crash 
and other incidents.- 

Letelier, a, former ambassador to 
'Washington foreign minister and min- 
ister of defense in the government ot 
the late Chjlean President Salvador 
Allende, died Sept. 21. when a bomb 
exploded beneath his car as he drove 
along Washington’s Embassy Row. 

[In Washin^on, sources Closetothe 
Letelier investigation said Tuesday 
that they expect BoSch to be returned 
to the United States and to be ques- 
tioned about Letelier’s death. A State 
Department source said the United 
Stat« is urging Venezuela to return 
him informaUy as an undesirable al- 
ien rather than to go through formal 
extradition procedures. . . ;

The Caracas newspaper El Nacional 
has" previously reported that Cuban 
exiles arrested in Caracas have impli- 
cated two brothers— identified Only as 
thd'“Novos”— in the Letelier killing. 
(The paper’s reference was apparently 
to Ignacio and Guillermo Novo, who 
were indicted in 1965 on charges of 
firing a bazooka at the United Na- 
tions. ' The indictments were later 
quashed on the ground that their con- 
stitutional rights were violated when 
confessions -were taken from them. 
Guillermo Novo was convicted in 1974 
in connection with a 1969 bombing in- 
cident and sentenced to 6 months’ im- 
prisonment and 5 years’ probation No 
more could be ledrned of Ignacio 
Novo.) ' 

In Caracas this week, a high govern- 
ment source disclosed apparent links ' 
between the present Chilean military 
junta and the Cuban exile community 
m Venezuela. ICritics- of the ChUean 
government have accused it of taking 
part in the Letelier killing. Chilean. 
officials have denied any link to Lete- 
lier s death and denoimced his mur- 
der. . 

The Venezuelan government source 
said that the' Chilean government has 
helped finance activities by rightist 
Cuban exiles against the Cuban gov^ ' J 
ernmr ^t ,..v,.vj;.jister Fidel Cas- 
tro. “We’ve known It for years, but 
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it,’’ the source said. 

This -and other sources also re- 
P^orted that Bosch was among several 
Cubans who regularly made trips to 
Santiago, Chile. A Venezuelan jour- 
nalist has letters written to him by 
Bosch last January. The letters bear 
return- addresses of aoartments known 
to be used for guest of the Chilean 
government. 

Authorities in Trinidad have de- 
tained two suspects. Hernan Ricardo 
Lozano and Freddy Lugo, in connec- 
tion with the Cuban plane crash. Ac- 
cording to information reaching here 
from Trinidad, Ricardo was carrying ’ 
an address book listing the phone - 
u™bassador and 
an FBI agent stationed at the: U.S. em- 
bassy here. A U.S. embassy spokes- 
niM said the embassy did not know 
■"? -•'■'’d the phone numbers. 
,'Jhe Institute for Policy Studies, a 
- Washmgton-based, leftist “think tank” 
where Letelier worked until his death 
reported Monday that it had been told 
by the FBI that FBI agents were fly- 
ing to Venezuela ,in connection with 
the investigation. Sources close to the 
investigation and the Institute both 
said Tuesday however that no FBI 
agents would fly to Venezuela. In- 
, stead, the sources said, the.FBI agent 
stationed in Caracas as the embassy’s 
legal attache would help pursue the 
investigation.)
